use shows large sections of land set aside 
for single-family development. Many of 
these have now been developed with 
apartments and townhouscs. 


Developments built on these tracts in- 


clude Tuhoo Village. Mallard Lake 
Apartments, Lakeside Villas, VIP Apart- 
ments. I^ike of the Winds, Pleasant Run 
Condominiums. Fairway Greens Apart- 
ments. Cedar Run ami Sandncbblc Walk 
Condominiums Others now under con- 
struction on these sites include The Fo- 
rums and Shadow Bend. 


Permits have been issued for approxi- 


mi'cly 2,W)0 units In these projects. 


The plan did, however, note the need

sure," Markus said In his report. "The 
public safety aspect. Including fire and 
police dcpar ment. Is additionally spend- 
ing more and more time within the mul- 
ti-family units, and therefore the higher 
t.ixes received from this type of devel- 
opment are being negated." 


MAKKUS .SAID that planning guide- 


lines call for about 30 per cent of a com- 
munity's housing to be multiple-family. 
"I think it is highly unusual for a com- 
munity to be out of balance in this man- 
ner," he said

report may not accurately reflect the

The price of lunches served in Wheel- 


ing-Buffalo Grove School Dtst. 21 junior 
high schools is going up a dime this year, 
due to increases in the cost of the meals 
and milk to the district. 


The cost of a lunch including milk will 


be 60 cents as compared to the 50 cents 
charged last year. Dist. 21 Business Mgr. 
James Gochis said the district antici- 
pates a 10 per cent increase in the price 
charged the district for the lunch by Its 
supplier and a 10 per cent increase in 
cafeteria workers' salaries. The cost of a 
half-pint of milk has already been raised 
b> three cents or 35 per cent.

Two Dwyer teachers fired

The Dwyer School for emotionally dis- 


turbed children, Arlington Heights, will 
start classes Sept. 3 without two uncerti- 
fied teachers and without Barbara Hick- 
ey, one of tho teachers who charged that 
child abuse took place at the school. 


Tho Northwest Educational Coopera- 


tive governing board Saturday accepted 
tho resignation of Mrs. Hickey, who had 
been scheduled to receive a salary of 
$14,046 as a learning disability teacher-in 
the program. 


In addition, (ho board cut Michael Bis- 


kupski and Bryan Smith from the staff of 
tho Dwyer junior high school program 
because they had not received state cer- 
tification as special education teachers. 
Blskupski had said earlier this summer 
that ho expected to have the certification 
by the beginning of school, but John 
Wlghtmon, NEC special education direc- 
tor, said the state has Indicated neither 
ho nor Smith have certification. 


NEC OFFICIALS HAD earlier ex- 


plained that Blskupski and Smith were 
hired for the program under tho belief 
that tho stato would approve them as 
special education teachers. Smith had 
been scheduled to receive a salary of 
$10,420 and Blskupski, as head of the ju- 
nior high program, has been scheduled to 
receive $13,230. 


Tho alleged lack of qualifications of 


Smith and Blskupski was one of the Is- 


sues when a group of present and former 
teachers in the program, including Mrs. 
Hickey, went to County School Supt. 
Richard Martwick this summer with 
charges about the operation of the pro- 
gram. The group also charged that chil- 
dren were beaten with large hand-made 
paddles and that John Whipple, then di- 
rector of tho program, was unqualified 
for his job. 


Tho NEC board in July reassigned 


Whipple at his own request to a job as 
psychologist for tho Center for Child and 
Family Studies, an out-patient treatment 
center for children with emotional and 
learning problems. Earlier this month, 
Martwick suspended Whlpple's state cer- 
tificate allowing him to work in the pub- 
lic schools. An appeal of the suspension 
before the stato certification board Is 
scheduled for next month. 


Wightman said Saturday he will inter- 


view teachers next week in an effort to 
hire replacements for Blskupski and 
Smith. He told the board that if ho must 
hire two inexperienced teachers for tho 
program, he may then recommend that 
not all the 39 students assigned to the 
junior high program bo allowed to start 
with the beginning of school. 


"IF WE HAVE two inexperienced 


people, I think we'll need to do that to 
give them the opportunity to get ac- 
quainted with the children in a smaller 
group," Wightman said. 


In other action, tho board appointed Fi- 


nlan Murphy as acting director of the 
Dwyer program until a permanent re- 
placement for Whipple can be hired. 
Murphy, a psychologist who was hired 
this summer, has a certificate qualifying 
him as a school administrator in Illinois, 
Wightman said.

lier this year. 


Paarlbcrg said the overall 1975 retail

uldc range of changing conditions In the 
world food situation, and the outlook for 
feed and livestock, agricultural exports 
and tliis year's food prices. 


He said he could not tell how next 


year's price increases might compare 
with the 15 per cent rise predicted last 
week for 1974. 


However, Paarlbcrg noted In an Inter- 


view, next year's grocery prices may be 
pushed up by continued processing and 
marketing cost increases caused by in- 
flation as well as by shortened supplies 
of some foods.

Israel tests reserve mobilization 


Israel mobilized Its reserves yesterday on a 24-hour drill 


designed to test call-up procedures In case of renewed Middle 
East fighting. Egyptian President Anwar Sadat meanwhile 
warned that Egypt will go to war if the Geneva peace confer- 
ence fails to find a settlement. In Washington, last night, 
King Hussein said that time is running out on negotiating a 
Mideast settlement, and war could break out again within six 
months. 


Soviet plan for Cyprus seen as meddling 
The United States and Britain view the Soviet proposal for 


an IB-nation conference on Cyprus as unwarranted meddling 
In NATO and western allied affairs, according to diplomatic 
sources in Washington. Officially, however, neither Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger nor British Foreign Secretary 
James Gallaghan has rejected the proposal. Meanwhile, U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldhcim flew to Athens and Nicosia 
yesterday in a Kissinger-style effort at shuttle diplomacy to 
bring peace to Cyprus.

The Atomic Energy Commlsion said Sunday It has been 


notified by Commonwealth Edison Co. that about 1,100 gal- 
lorn of low.level radioactive water was accidentally dumped 
Into the llllnoii lUver at the utility's nuclear power station 
in Morrli. Thu AEC dispatched tin investigator to the plant. 
A report estimated the radioactivity content at between two 
and tuo-and-half times the allowable level, but "still so 
diluted It could cause no harm to the river or Its fish life."

Nixon's exit left backers in bind 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Richard M. 


Nixon's staunch defenders on the House 
Judiciary Committee were put in a bind 
when he quit. They sought in the panel's 
final Impeachment report to extricate 
themselves. 


Ten of the panel's 17 Republicans voted 


against every proposed article of im- 
peachment, Including the first one charg- 


ing obstruction of justice. They were 
placed in an embarrassing position after 
Nixon's Aug. 5 release of the transcripts 
of taped conversations demonstrating his 
involvement In the cover-up as early as 
six days after the June 17, 1972, Water- 
gate break-in. 


Rep. Edward Hutchinson of Michigan, 


ranking GOP member of the committee, 


explained the predicament as his con- 
clusions and those of several others were 
made a part of the final Impeachment 
report as "supplemental views." 


"There remains the question whether 


the evidence making the President part 
of a conspiracy to obstruct justice rises 
to the magnitude of an impeachable of- 
fense," Hutchinson wrote. "In my opin-

Sunday's scigo on the edge of the fertile 
Texas Blacklands, the convicts have 
switched from their vowed motive of re- 
venge into gun crazy shootings, assault, 
burglary, armed robbery and car theft. 


Their trail was traced by wrecked and 


abandoned cars and scenes of violence 
that have left two persons dead, five 
wounded, two young women raped and a 
highway patrol car and a cafe blasted by 
gunfire. 


Up to 100 police, bloodhounds from the 


Fort Worth police department, four hell- 
copters and fixed-wing aircraft flown by 
area ranchers searched an area five- 
miles across in northern Erath County 
where Lt. Hcrschcl Davis of the Ste- 
phcnvllle police said the convicts likely 
had been surrounded. Gun-wielding vigil- 
antes in pickup trucks also were reported 
to have joined the hunt. 


The trio escaped from Colorado Stato 


Penitentiary at Canon City Thursday af- 
ter placing stuffed dummies in their 
bunks, dashed through New Mexico and 
Into Texas. The three began their esca- 
pade with what police believe was ven- 
geance against four persons they think 
sent one of the convicts, Dalton Williams, 
29, of Snyder, Tex., to prison. The others 
were Jerry Aimer and Richard Gngnum, 
both 22. 


Deputy EPA Administrator John R. 


Quarlcs Jr. said the agency's policy is to

serious that we will not obtain clean air 
unless we do make real progress in re- 
ducing the use of the automobile," he 
said. 


Quarles also said he does not believe 


environmental control spending is in dan- 
ger of being cut back in the name of 
inflation control.

not have provoked the House to exercise 
its impeachment powers.

Parisians celebrate Nazi liberation 


PARIS (UPI) - Church bells pealed 


across the City of Light and Parisians 
danced in the streets Sunday to celebrate 
the 30th anniversary of the city's liber- 
ation from Nazi occupation. 


Three decades earlier, the church bells 


rang out across a capital soon to emerge 
from war, and an aide to the belea- 
guered German Commander, Gen. Diet- 
rich Von Cholltz, asked why. 


"They are ringing for us, my friend," 


Von Cholltz replied. 


This time fireworks burst over the Eif- 


fel Tower and Notre Dame Cathedral, 
fircboats mounted an aquatic display on 
the River Seine, and two generations who 


were not then born watched sound and 
light displays recalling the climactic 
events of Aug. 25,1D44. 


On the dawn of that day, a reconnais- 


sance party from French Gen. Philippe 
Loclerc's 2nd Armored Division already 
was in the city. Then the main body of 
his forces rumbled through the Orleans 
Goto and Saint Cloud entrances, and at 
30 minutes after noon, for the first time 
in four years, the red, white and blue 
French tricolor was raised again on the 
Eiffel Tower. 


At 2 p.m. tho French flag fluttered 


from the Arc do Trlompho. 


At 3:30 p.m. Von Cholltz signed a docu- 


ment surrendering his forces to Lcclerc. 


At 4:30 p.m. Gen. Charles de Gaulle re- 


entered the city and proclaimed: "Paris 
outraged, Paris broken, Paris martyred, 
but Paris freed. But freed by Itself, by 
Its own people . . ." 


Von Cholltz's surrender saved thou- 


sands of lives and left Paris unscarrcd 
by war, its architectural treasures in- 
tact. 


His act was In defiance of 'Adolf Hit- 


ler's "most secret and urgent" order No. 
77298941 of Aug. 23 that Paris should be 
defended to the last man or left "a field 
of nuns." 


"Is Paris burning?" Hitler screamed 


in Ills Prussian bunker when he heard of 
the entry of Lcclcrc's troops and those of 
the U.S. 4th Division under Maj. Gen. 
Raymond Barton. 


Plans had been laid to stow tons of 


dynamite in the crypt of Notre Dame 
and underneath the Louvre art museum, 
the Opera House, the Eiffel Tower, the 
Arc dc Triomphe and other great land- 
marks. 


Engineers were ordered to wire build- 


ings for dynamiting. 


Von Cholitz said he received the order 


to set Paris ablaze nine times. 


His last act as a long-serving officer of 


the German Army was to refuse.

CAB could greatly affect O'Hare operations 


by STEVE FOKSYTH 


An nnll-nolso suit filed by Illinois Atty. 


Gen. Wllllnm Scott could hnvo a far- 
reaching effect on operations at O'llnro 
and other airports throughout the coun- 
try. 


Scott has charged that the Federal 


Aviation Administration (FAA) and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board (CAD), which 
control commercial flight operations and 
scheduling, have failed to comply with 
regulations of the National Environmen- 
tal Policy Act of I9t>9. 


Filing his suit Friday In U S. District 


Court on behalf of the half million per- 
sons living In the O'Horc area, Scott said 
tho FAA, and CAD have failed to conduct 
environmental Impact studies, including 
hearings, and have not published envi- 
ronmental impact statements relating to 
jet traffic at O'Hare. 


SCOTT SAYS tho FAA could take ac- 


tion on noise control \vlth existing tech- 
nology and procedures that are effective. 
He suggested two-segment approaches 
that bring planes in higher for landings;

No-left-turn 
iveighed at 
post office 


No-left-turn signs may soon appear at 


the exit from the Wheeling Post Office, 
250 W. Dundee Rd., In an effort to case 
traffic congestion in the area. 


The Wheeling Plan Commission Thurs- 


day endorsed the sign proposal presented 
by administrative assistant 
Thomas 


Markus, based on recommendations 
from the police department. 


Markus said the signs will be posted on 


a temporary basis. He said that if the 
signs prove effective, the village board 
can pass an ordinance that would allow 
nolicc enforcement of the signs. 


The signs were used over the past 


Christmas season to keep cars from turn- 
ing east onto Milwaukee Avenue. Accord- 
Ing to the police traffic report, this Is the 
major cause of the congestion at the post 
office. 


Currently, there is little parking space 


in front of the post office. When a car 
tries to turn left onto Dundee Road, it 
prevents other cars from leaving the lot, 
and in turn creates a backup of cars try- 
ing to enter the lot. 


ACCORDING TO Patrolman Michael 


Rompala, it takes as long as five min- 
utes for some cars to turn left from the 
post office onto Dundee Road. 


In the report, Rompala said that the 


signs should not cause significant prob- 
lems since 80 per cent of Wheeling resi- 
dents live west of the post office and 
would leave to the right. He noted that 
Buffalo Grove residents also use the post 
office and would exit to the right. 


Rompala noted that other suggested 


solutions for the traffic problem included 
an overhaul of the post office parking lot, 
which he said would not be necessary if 
the enforcement ordinance was passed. 


"The passing of the ordinance would 


eliminate the need for an overhaul of the 
post office parking lot and would elimi- 
nate the traffic problem in the area fas- 
ter than any suggestions put forward so 
far," he said. 


PLAN COMR. GILBERT Monoson sug- 


gested that instead of signs the village 
station a patrolman at the post office 
during peak hours. Other members of the 
commission rejected this suggestion, say- 
ing it would be too costly because of the 
hours involved. 


Markus said the posting of the signs 


will not eliminate the problem com- 
pletely. "It isn't going to alleviate all of 
the problem, but it will alleviate a great 
part of the problem," he said. 


Prospect eyes Citizens' system 
Rising utility rates may spur takeover 


of apartment and townhousc projects ap- 
proved for development. "I think the 
trend that has been established in the 
village in the last three months has got 
to be accelerated," he said. 


Markus said that he feels the village 


has an excellent commercial and indus- 
trial base, which may be used to attract 
single-family developers. "I think the In- 
dustrial base will lead towards people 
wanting to have a single-family home In 
the village," he said. "It only makes 
sense. They will want to bo close to 
where they work." 


NOTING THAT LAND Is becoming 


scarce in Wheeling, Monoson said the vil- 
lage should be able to attract single-fam- 
ily houses because of village services 
and Wheeling's proximity to Chicago. 


Markus suggested that the plan com- 


mission require reports on the effect of 
various proposed developments on vil- 
lage water and other services during 
their reviews.

and the economic considerations of fi- 
nancing and taxes," the plan states. 


Noting that construction in the early 


1960s showed that about 35 per cent of 
new homing was multiple family, the 
plan said this was in line with multiple- 
family development in other commu- 
nities. 


Tuo large and four smaller tracts of 


land were proposed for multiple-family 
development on the master plan map. 
They Include tire property now occupied 
by Harmony Village, the Foxboro Apart- 
ments and Whlpplctrcc Village, a mobile 
homo park. 


THE IM.AN PHCDICTED that Wheel- 


ing would be affected by a trend toward 
larger lot areas for single-family homes, 
which would create a less dense popu- 
lation and a need for large land areas for 
development. 


At (lie time tho plan was prepared 87.6 


per cent of Wheeling's housing was own- 
er-occupied homes. 


In contrast to tho plan, the number of 


single-family homes built In tho village 
has been steadily decreasing over the 
past six years. In 1073 and 1074 no single 
family homes were built. 


The raising of utility rates in the New 


Town section of Mount Prospect may 
hasten the village's taking over of sewer 
and water lines there. 


The village board Is expected to award 


a contract shortly for a feasibility study 
on the cost of buying Citizens Utilities 
Co. equipment in northeast Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Citizens last week was granted a boost 


in minimum water rates from $460 a 
month to $5 36, and a doubling in the flat 
sewer charge, from $3 a month to $6. 


THE ESTIMATED 2,350 households In 


Mount Prospect that are served by Citi- 
zens thus arc paying considerably higher 
utility rates than other Mount Prospect 
residents. Households hooked into the vil- 
lage sewer and water system are 


charged 75 cents per 1,000 gallons of wa- 
ter a month, and a flat $2.50 a month 
sewer fee. 


The typical 6,000 gallons of water used 


by a family in the Citizens Utilities ser- 
vice area would cost $13.46 a month in- 
cluding sewer service, while the same 
amount of water, plus sewer service, 
would cost $7 a month to other Mount 
Prospect residents. 


THE DES PLAINES engineering firm 


of M&E/AIstot, March and Gulllou, Inc. 
is expected to be hired by the village to 
conduct a feasibility study into possible 
village purchase of Citizens equipment. 
The study is expected to cost $25,000 to 
$30,000. 


The village anticipates resistance by 


Citizens to selling its equipment. "Their 
business is operating utilities; they're 
not in the business of selling them," said 
Mayor Robert D. Toichert. "I wouldn't 
be surprised but that we would have to 
go to condemnation. That's fine. I'm sure 
we can provide better service." 


EPPLEY SAID HE could not estimate 


the cost of the Citizens equipment, but 
suggested the figure is "In the millions." 


If the village opts to buy the equip- 


ment, the cost would be charged to 
households and businesses in the Citizens 
service area, rather than being spread 
through the entire village, Eppley said. 


"The cost wouldn't be much higher 


than what they're paying right now," he 
sold.

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Railroads seek 
end of local 
noise control

The major U. S. railroads are asking 


the federal government to protect them 
from municipal and state laws limiting 
railroad noise. 


Tha Assn. of American Itallroads lias 


asked tho U. S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) to set maximum 
nolso levels for all railroad equipment 
and facilities. 


Out the association readily admits it Is 


socking tho federal control only to pre- 
empt any possible local control of rail- 
road noise. 


Tho railroads' request, if adopted by 


the EPA. would strike down a DCS 
P l a i n o s city ordinance which has 
been used to force the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. to cut noise In early morn- 
Ing hours at a coach yard near tho Cum- 
berland Terrace section of (tie city. 


TWO SUCCESSFUL prosecutions of the 


railroad led to modified procedures at 
the yard, where four passenger locomo- 
tives arc stored. The actions have also 
resulted in tho railroad Installing muf- 
flers on nuxllllary engines which provide 
heat, light and air conditioning power to 
tho suburban commuter trains. 


Tho railroad associations request for 


federal noise control of everything from 
repair shops and yards to stations came 
as part of a 132-page answer to proposed 
federal noise regulations which would 
have set decibel levels for locomotives 
and train cars. 


At a public comment session In the DCS 


Plaines municipal building last week, 
EPA representatives heard from a num- 
ber of Des Plaines residents and officials 
concerned about the noise problem at the 
coachynrd and about any possible move 
by the EPA to keep the city from enforc- 
ing Its local ordinance against the 
CANW. Other testimony at that hearing 
came from citizens and officials of other 
states and municipalities also concerned 
about local nolso control enforcement 
powers. 


Railroad spokesmen said little at tho 


hearing, letting their written answer 
submitted In Washington last week 
summarize their position on the regu- 
lation. 


IN SEEKING A uniform federal stan- 


dard for all sources of railroad noise, tho 
railroad association arguod local state 
and municipalities aren't qualified to 
regulate tho railroads because they arc 
not required to consult with government 
transportation experts before taking ac- 
tion against the railroads. 


Local governments make up rules that 


Ignore how much noiic can be cut under 
existing technology. Local communities 
also don't take Into account the legal re- 
quirements that the railroads keep tho 
trains running around the clock, and 


aren't concerned about the cost of regu- 
lations they enact. 


Moreocvcr, Congress Intended in Its 


Noise Control Act of 11)72 to preempt all 
local regulation of railroad noise, the as- 
sociation says. 


Congress wanted not only to protect 


tho public from noise, but also to provide 
"a substantial measure of insulation and 
relief to the railroads from state and lo- 
cal noise regulations," tho association 
said. 


Questioning the right of the EPA's 


power to avoid setting set noise limits on 
railroad yards and repair shops, the as- 
sociation said it feared that if the EPA 
did not set specific limits there might 
be some legal grounds for local control 
to continue despite Congress' intent to 
stop it. 


THE ASSOCIATION seeks EPA rules 


which would put tho existing levels of 
sound coming from railroad yards into 
law. 


For example, It suggests a regulation 


be adopted by the EPA providing "Tho 
noise from the operation of railroad 
equipment and facilities used for yard, 
terminal or shop operations, shall not, at 
any point beyond tho railroad property 
line, exceed 80 decibels more than 10 per 
cent of the time during any 24-hour peri- 
od." 


Such rules would protect tho public 


from future noise increases, the railroad 
association said, and research to deter- 
mine the feasibility of additional noise 
abatement could bo undertaken by the 
railroads, the EPA and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 


While the association docs not quarrel 


with the EPA's proposed status quo noiso 
level regulations on locomotives and cars 
which would go Into effect nine months 
after tho rules are adopted, it says that 
reduced noise levels called for at the end 
of four years would bo "Improper and 
unlawful." 


The reduced noise levels should be ap- 


plied only to locomotives manufactured 
four years from now, because retrofitting 
tho existing locomotives with mufflers 
isn't feasible, tho railroad association 
said. 


THE RAILROADS SAID the mufflers 


would be costly, could have a serious ef- 
fect on tho bankrupt or marginally prof- 
itable railroads, and probably could not 
meet tho noise levels hi tho rules any- 
way. 


The mufflers could cause back pres- 


sure of exhaust on the existing locomo- 
tives which would lead to maintenance 
problems, shorter engine part life, In- 
creased 
fuel consumption and "the 


probability of increased exhaust cmmls- 
sions," they said. 


Requiring the mufflers would bo of 


little benefit to the small number of per-

Bee sting can be dangerous 


{ am cnncrrnrtl about allergic renc- 


llorn to her Mings, tan summer my wife 
was slung on the leg by what we Ihlnk 
wan a honey her. Thrrn was same reac- 
tion with illicnlorlng ami swelling, hut It 
cleared up alter three weeks without me. 
dlcatlon. 


Later itlir was stung Just under the 


right eye anil had a very strong reaction 
with swelling and shock, severe Itching 
In the palms of the hands and under tho 
(rrt. and red blotches appeared on her 
arms. Within 3D la >IO minute* she devel- 
oped n lour ptihc anil weak heart beat. 


No medication was administered, but 


the allergist suggested a series of shots 
to be taken alter a 30-day waiting period. 
Alter the 30 days she declined to have 
the shots. I'm concerned about what kind 
ol a reaction she would have If she 
should he slung now alter several 
months have elapsed, and If It U Impera- 
tive that same medication be prescribed 
now. 


You have good reason to be concerned. 


Tlicrc arc several deaths recorded from 
bee and wasp stings. If a person has jiut 
a limited swelling near the location of 
tho sting, usually It Is not serious. How- 
ever, anyone who has something more, 
as tho hives (the red blotches) or a 
shock-like reaction, Is In danger. With 
each subsequent sting tho reaction Is 
usually more severe than before. You 
should consider It as a form of allergic 
reaction. Tho chances are that your wife 
will have more trouble tho next time she 
is stung than she did the last tune. 


Those shots your doctor recommended 


desensitize a person so ho will be less 
likely to have a severe reaction should 
he be stung again. Usually it is neces- 
sary to complete tho scries, then take 


shots every so often to keep your protec- 
tion. It is not too lute, and she should 
have them now. 


In addition, you should have an emer- 


gency kit available. You can get these 
through your doctor. It may save her 
life. These kits contain medicine to 
counter the reaction in case of a sting, 
and a tourniquet to tic above the sting if 
it is In a location where this can be done. 


IF SHE GETS stung, the first thing to 


do Is remove the stinger. Do this with a 
dull knife or similar object. Scoop it out, 
don't squeeze. If you squeeze it with the 
finger or other motion you inject more of 
the poison into the spot. Incidentally, 
only a honey bee will leave its stinger In 
you. 
It dies because of this. Wasps and 


other bees do not leave their stinger. If 
you don't have a kit or anything, remove 
the stinger and put some ice over the 
spot and keep it there while you go to the 
doctor. Consider it an emergency even if 
there Is no immediate reaction. 


Tho desensitizing medicine has mate- 


rial In It that also protects against other 
Insect stings, such as wasp or hornet 
stings. A sting from any of these could 
be dangerous to n person who has had a 
severe reaction. 


You can help prevent stings by elimi- 


nating nests and keeping flowers down. 
Your wife should not wear perfumes or 
powders. Even clothes make a differ- 
ence. Bees and wasps arc attracted to 
bright floral prints and black clothes. 
They are not attracted to or angered by 
light colon, such as while, tan, khaki or 
green colors.

Money in the bank 
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In days gone by, each township had section 


of land set aside to provide school funds 


by \VAM)ALYN HICK 


Early In tlio history of Illinois, when 


scattered communities hiid one room 
school.hoiuc* and "school mnrms," a 
section of land In each township was set 
asldo to provide revenue for the school*. 


The land wan ploced under the super- 


vision of a township board of school 
trustees, a three-member elected board 
which decided how the land would bo 
used and which hired a township school 
treasurer to do tho bookkeeping and 
make sure the school marms were paid. 


In tho Northwest suburbs tho one-room 


school houses arc a distance memory, 
tho sections of land which were meant to 
support the schools have been sold and 
local school districts are multi-million 
dollar businesses. 


But tho township trustees and tho 


township school treasurers remain— Ig- 
nored or forgotten by tho voters, noticed 
only by school district business man- 
agers, occasional school board members 
and, sometimes, political party officials. 


1 I A K O L D EIILANOSON, township 


treasurer in Elk Grove Township, says 
ho has files which go back to treasurers 
before the Civil War. "Tho books go 
along for awhile and then there Is a peri- 
od during the Civil War when there arc 
no entries. Then It picks up again in an- 
other handwriting," Erlnndson says. "It 
nould be kind of fascinating to trace it 
back." 


But Erlnndson, who Is now employed 


as a model maker for the Diamed Co. In 
Elk Grovo Village and who has been 
township treasurer since 1068, doesn't 
have time to trace his job's history. Ho 
and the other township treasurers aro too 
busy handling tho millions of dollars 
spent each year by local school districts. 


Although township treasurers were 


abolished in 1062 In the rest of Illinois, 
the Jobs still exist In Cook County. The 
treasurers nro lUrcd by tho three-mem- 
ber boards of township school trustees 
who aro in turn elected for six-year 
terms by tho residents of the townships. 


Without (ho approval of tho township 


treasurers, school districts cannot pay 
their bills or meet their payrolls. They 
cannot Issue bonds to pay for new school 
buildings without tho approval of the 
township trustees. All money, for the 
state, from local property taxes or from 
other sources goes to the township treas- 
urer to bo credited to the school district 
accounts. 


THE TREASURERS in Wheeling, Elk 


Grove, Maine, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships vary In background. Several 
ore certified public accountants with prl- 
valo practices. Ono Is a school business 
manager, and Erlandson is a former 
township trustee who says he likes the 
job because, "It's different from my nor- 
mal occupation. I'm Interested in the fi- 
nancial field." 


The treasurers also differ In their ap- 


proaches to their jobs. Donald Roth, 
treasurer for Wheeling Township, has an 
annual budget of about $2)1,000, serves 
five school districts and spends much 
time and energy checking local and Chi- 
cago bonks for tho best investments for 
tho districts' funds. Last year his in- 
vestments brought more than $1 million 
to High School Dist. 214, the largest dis- 
trict ho serves, and $65,000 to Prospect 
Heights Dist. 23, tho smallest. 


James Bowcn, treasurer for Schaum- 


burg Township and business manager for 
East Maine Elementary Dist. 63, on the 
other hand, has a budget of under $3,000 
for serving High School Dist. 211 and 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54. The two • 
districts handle their own investments 
and about all Bowcn docs is sign checks 
and keep legally required records for 
the districts. 


Tho treasurer's budgets, whether large 


or small, arc paid for by the districts 
they serve. Each district pays a portion 
of the cost of tho office depending on the 
proportion of their funds which make up 
the total handled by tho treasurer. As a 
result, Roth's budget Is divided among 
the five districts, while the Palatine 
Township treasurer Is paid by just one 
district, Palatine Township Dist. 15. 


Bowcn has supported a bill in the Illi- 


nois General Assembly which would al- 
low school districts In Cook County to de- 
cide whether to continue with a township 


'How. would I like to be 
a trustee—what's that?9 


Seven years ago, Joan Shclk of Wheeling to a telephone call 


from a friend who was Involved with tho Republican Party in 
Wheeling Township. He asked her, "How would you like to be 
a township school trustee?" 


Mrs. Shclk smiles now at the recollection. "I said, "What's 


that?' just as most people would," she says. 


Mrs. Shclk, however, found out what township school 


trustees were — unpaid officials, elected for six-year terms 
who hire the township school treasurer and hold legal title to 
all school land In the township. After being defeated In her 
first run for the post, she was elected the following year. Now 
she is president of the Wheeling Township school trustees and 
is completing tho final year of her slx-ycar term. 


"It wasn't really a political thing," she says, even as she 


acknowledges that It was an active Republican who asked her 
to run for tho Job. "Tho party, I think was interested in 
making sure good people run, but I've had fights to keep it 
from being political." 


Mrs. Sheik's story, with somo changes, Is related by others 


who have served as township school trustees. Sometimes In- 
stead of political party leaders, school board members or 
school superintendents seek out candidates. Almost always, 
tho prospective candidates must have tho job explained to 
them. 


IN FACT THAT tho township trustees arc almost Invisible 


and that their functions arc relatively limited results in many 
of tho objections to their continued existence. Opponents of 
the system argue that the township trustees arc easy prey for 
political party takeovers and that, as a result, tho job of 
township school treasurer can end up merely a patronage 
post. 


Trustees and treasurers in the Northwest suburbs acknowl- 


edge tho problem, but agree with Mrs. Shclk when she says 
they have avoided blatant politics. 


Schaumburg Township Trustee George Bond of Hoffman 


Estates says that he became interested in tho job six years 
ago through a member of the Schaumburg Dist. 54 Board of 
Education and ran because "I feel this should bo a nonparti-

san job and now it is. There had not been party Involvement 
but I thought tivjrc was a move afoot to get the (Republican) 
Party involved." 


Wheeling and Elk Grove townships appear to have the most 


political party involvement in tho selection of candidates for 
trustee, at least judging from tho comments of trustees and 
former trustees. "I heard about the job from tho precinct 
captain," one former Elk Grove trustee says candidly, "but 
that's all the politics that was involved." In Palatine and 
Schaumburg townships, those involved aro more likely to 
name former school board members or school superintend- 
ents when they aro asked who interested them in the posi- 
tions. 


THE TRUSTEES, while they may once have had consid- 


erable control over the business practices of schools, today do 
llttlo except hire tho treasurer. They are required by law to 
meet twice a year and hold special meetings at other times. 
They approve all school district bond issues and the sale or 
purchase on any school land, but their action is ordinarily 
little more than a formality. 


"If we really thought there was some good, legal problem 


in something the school board was doing, wo could raise 
questions," Mrs. Sheik says, adding that it has not happened 
in her time on the board. 


The trustees meetings arc even less well-attended than 


those of other, more visible governmental bodies which com- 
plain of lack of interest from tho public. The Elk Grove 
trustees usually meet quietly in the Elk Grove Township Hall, 
although they once met in the home of treasurer Harold Er- 
landson. Tho Wheeling Township trustees usually meet in 
lonely splendor in the same room where tho High School Dist. 
214 Board of Education sometimes entertains large crowds. 


"Tho only 'public' that comes to tho meetings is Marshall 


Theroux (Wheeling Township assessor)," Mrs. Sheik says. 
"But 
one timo we had a lawyer who showed up. I think ho 


thought It was a 214 board meeting, but he stayed and we 
were thrilled. But he never came back." 


treasurer or to take over its own finan- 
cial dealings. The bill has been defeated 
each time it has been introduced. 


HOWEN EXPLAINS that he favors a 


law that would allow school districts to 
abolish the treasurer job because in 
many areas it results in duplication of 
financial records and unnecessary ex- 
penses to school districts. While he ad- 
mits that "there arc some situations 
where treasurers arc performing a real 
service for small school districts," ho be- 
lieves largo districts don't need township 
treasurers any more. "The treasurer's 
budget is the one expense that the school 
district has no control over," Bowen 
says. 


Other treasurers defend their jobs, 


saying they can and do provide valuable 
services for scltool districts and act as a 
"check and balance" to make sure 
school business offices do their jobs. 


Wheeling Township's Roth, acknowl- 


edged by many school officials to bo 
among the best township treasurers in 
the county, explains that he can earn 
higher interest rates on investments for 


small school districts such as Prospect 
Heights Dist. 23 by pooling funds from 
several districts for investment. 


Roth and other treasurers invest in 


U.S. Treasury Bills or bank certificates 
of deposit, the only legal investments 
that can be made with school funds. 
"When you get over $1 million to invest 
you get a better interest rate," he says. 
"By combining Dist. 23's money with the 
other districts they get a rate they could 
never qualify for otherwise." 


SCHOOL BUSINESS managers, who 


have to work day by day with the treas- 
urers, have different views on the job. 
Some say flatly that they want tho job 
abolished so they can handle all the func- 
tions in their own office. Others aren't so 
sure. 


Dan Suffoletto, business manager of 


Arlington Heights Dist. 25, who works 
with Roth, says, "Tho treasurer's office 
does a lot of things that If they didn't do 
we'd have to. I could do it in this office, 
but I'd have to hire someone extra to do 
the job. 


Last year, Suffoletto says, Dist. 25's 


share of Roth's budget was $5,117. "I 


don't think we could do the job here for 
less than that," he says. "And Don Roth 
does a real good job." 


James Slater, business manager for 


High School Dist. 211, who works with 
Bowcn, however, shares Bowcn's view. 
He has supported the bill which would 
have allowed districts to abolish the 
treasurer. 


"Bowen's philosophy is to keep the 


work and costs down and that appeals to 
me," Slater says. "My business office 
staff con do most things more ef- 
ficiently than most treasurers. The 
treasurer's job is strictly a function of 
our political structure. In my opinion it's 
an absoletc position." 


THE LEAST friction develops, of 


course, when the treasurer and the busi- 
ness managers with whom he works 
share their philosophy of the job. Both 
treasurers and business managers aro 
aware of the problems that could develop 
if they do not agree — something which 
has happened in the past. "The only way 
to get anything done is through coopera- 
tion," Roth says.

Openness should mark 


selection of school boss 


The people of Illinois should he 


involved, .is much as is possible 
and practical, in the selection of 
our first appointed .state school su- 
perintendent. 


The selection process Is well un- 


derway, but already there's the 
tendency to bury it in secrecy. Ap- 
plications are 
pouring into the 


board's office from across the na- 
tion, but the names of (lie candi- 
dates arc being withheld from the 
public. The state board plans to re- 
view these applications in private 
and announce Its choice in October. 


In the past, the state superin- 


tendent has been selected at the 
ballot box. Hut the 
1970 Con- 


stitution commands the state board 
of education, composed of 17 men 
and \\omcn appointed by Gov. 
Walker, to pick the state superin- 
tendent. 


Since the public no longer elects 


the superintendent, the state board 
has a special responsibility to be as 
open and as public as possible in 
selecting the person to lead Illinois 


education in the future. 


In other words, we should know 


who are the serious candidates, 
and we should be able to watch the 
slate 
board 
members question 


them. In fact, we should be allowed 
to question directly the candidates. 
The process is too important to be 
marred with the kind of backroom 
deals which have too often charac- 
terized Illinois politics. 


Critics of this openness will ar- 


gue that opening up the exam- 
ination of serious candidates or re- 
vealing their names will frighten 
away some qualified men and 
women from seeking the post. We 
acknowledge tills hazard, but the 
critical and public nature of the job 
dictates openness in viewing the 
serious candidates. Such openness 
is the price that must be paid for 
public service. 


If the candidate consideration pro- 


cess is opened, we can envision a 
public hearing that would permit 
everyone in Illinois to read about 
or watch it. It would educate all of 


us about the needs of education in 
the Mate of Illinois. 


Schools are one of the few in- 


stitutions which affect everyone, 
one way or another. Educators 
have been complaining for years 
that nobody cares about education, 
but now's an excellent opportunity 
to encourage public involvement. 
The nature of the post dictates 
openness, which can encourage 
public participation.

And I thank the Greeks for inventing de- 
mocracy. Sometimes it stinks but it has 
served us well for nearly 200 years. 


I think war is deplorable. I deplore the 


death of any person, not just children 
and women. Every life is important, 
even that of an ambassador and his sec- 
retary. And all this grumbling goes to 
tell you that I don't want my sons going 
off to war — any war.

Suppose >ou w.ike up in the ml.ldlc of 


the niRht wllh a .stabbing, burning pain 
in your title. It may be ttie sign that you 
face a long hosplt.il it.iy — ami immi- 
nent financial ruin. 


You arc rushed to n hospital, where 


the surgeon one-rates .it once and pro- 
nounce* you "curwl" Well, almost. 
You'll have to spend Hie next Ihrec or 
four weeks In the hospital, and then 
there's the slight matter of another oper- 
ation to relieve the problems caused 
by the first operation. Hut nttcr nix or 
seven weeks of hoipltal stay, you'll be 
able to go home and back to uork. 


You'll be thankful to be nlive, for mod- 


ern medicine has saved your life. But If 
you've failed to subscribe to some form 
of medical Insurance, you may face fi- 
nancial ruin, for you arc a victim of tho 
disease called "the soaring cost of med- 
lc.il treatment " 


If you arc ono of the 25 million Ameri- 


cans — one out uf eight of us — who 
aren't covered by Iho medical Insurance 
plan of your choice, then you will bo 
socked with a massive medical bill bc- 
foro you leave the hospital. It'll cover the 


cost of your room (probably at least $100 
n day), your medical fees and whatever 
added expenses, such as X-rays and 
lab testa, you've incurred. 


Tills kind of massive bill is an Ameri- 


can tragedy, for not only docs it rip 
nway the meager savings of all too many 
Americans, It frightens away many of us 
from proper medical care. The old 
.idiigo, "I got an ulcer worrying about 
medical bills," is not funny, because it is 
too often true. We nvold medical treat- 
ment for minor ailments and wait until 
t h e y became major ailments, for 
there's always that spectre of monstrous 


medical bills Just around the corner. 


Not only are medical and hospital bills 


excessive, they are getting worse — 
much worse. Consumer Price Index sta- 
tistics show that, since the removal of 
price controls in April, rates for a semi- 
private room went from a 4 per cent an- 
nual increase rate to a 16 per cent in- 
crease rate in April and to a 24 per cent 
rate jump In May. Inflation, plus the 
abandonment of controls, is the culprit. 


These cost liikes are the reasons for 


the spat of national health insurance pro- 
posals, ull of which arc now logjammed 
in the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittec in Washington, D.C. 


The point of all of the bills is to make 


health insurance available to every 
American. The arguments come down to 
a question of the degree of federal gov- 
crnmcnl vs. private insurance Industry 
control over the system — nnd that's the 
stalling point for the legislation. 


At this time, Chairman Wilbur Mills Ls 


prepared to give up attempts to work out 
a compromise until after Labor Day, and 
that move was expected to be a severe 
setback for the passage of any national 
health Insurance. 


National health insurance, like Social 


Security in the Thirties and Medicare- 
Mcdlcnid in the Sixties, is right for pas- 
sage at a certain limo in history. That 
lime comes when the Southern con- 
servative Neanderthals in Congress — 
the ones who control the committees — 
are broken by the pressure of public 
opinion. Until that happens, there will be 
no national health insurance. 


Those Congressmen who consider the 


cause of health insurance now and after 
Labor Day should bear in mind the di- 
mensions of human need. Yes, seven of 
eight Americans do subscribe to an in- 
surance plan. No, all too many don't, and 
this country has a responsibility to pre- 
vent n staggering financial burden from 
destroying these Americans.

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Would-be successors wait in icings 
The last hurrah for Mayor Daley?

At 11:30 on the morning of Init May 0, Richard J. Daley, 


mayor of Chicago for llto past 19 years and the man called 
tho last of the big city bosses, felt III and left his City Halt 
office to sec his doctor. 


He hasn't been back since. 
That could mean the end of an cm In Chicago politics. It 


could mean that age has finally caught up with tho 72-year- 
old warrior, that he is near the end of tho road, and ho knows 
It. 


Or Iw could bo pulling one of the most subtle maneuvers of 


his career as a consummate political pro. 


One thing is sure. Dick Daley, cither through necessity or 


design, has made himself the most tantalizing guessing game 
In Chicago and Illinois politics. While he conducts his leisure- 
ly recuperation at his Grand Bench, Mich., summer homo 
following n mild stroke and remedial surgery, tho many men 
who have dreamed of taking his office on the fifth floor of 
City Halt arc agonizing over uhcthcr and when they should 
make their move. 


THEY DONT have much time left, and tho mayor surely 


knows it. The Democratic primary for next spring's mayoral 
election Is Feb. 25. 


At least three Democratic hopefuls — two of them blacks, 


one a liberal white alderman — have already declared them- 
selves In. If Daley doesn't come back at full power, as his 
aides insist ho wilt shortly, they will have plenty of company. 


This, of course, Is the question. Until his stroke — and his 


first hospitatizatlon, as far as anyone can remember, since 
his mother delivered him — it had been generally assumed 
that Daley would bo running for a sixth term next year and 
that he would get It. 


Even now, If ho is well enough to try and chooses to do so 


and It Is an open secret that his wife, "Sis," dearly wishes ho 
would not, tho smart money in Chicago would bo on another 
heavy Daley victory. 


Whatever his years and whatever his decision, time is on 


Daley's side. 


As ha takes his timo In Grand Beach, there is no need for 


Daley to I Ip his hand. 


S1UMEH1NO is Chicago are scandals touching two of his 


sons and even himself. His Illness gives him a chance to lot 
them cool off. His longtime press aide, Earl Bush, is on trial, 
charged with Illegally cashing In on lib jot). If Daley didn't 
have nn excuse from his doctor, Thomas J. Coogan Jr., ho 
would probably have to undergo the embarrassment of testi- 
fying. 


Most Important, tho longer ho waits, the more time runs 


out on those who want his place. 


And whatever happens, barring death or disability, Richard 


J, Daley is almost sure to remain the Democratic boss of 
Chicago. 


United Press International talked to two politicians off the 


record about tho Daley conumdrum. One Is a Democrat, tho 
other a Republican. Doth hold major elective offices and arc 
powerful factors in the future of Illinois and Chicago politics. 
Despite their party differences, there was agreement between 
these accomplished pros in a number of points: 


• Whatever happens, the halcyon days of tho Chicago 


Democratic machine arc aver. It has outlived Its time. Daley 
knows it and has known It for a long time. Ho is not dumb. 


• Chicago is due for a black mayor — if not next year, then 


soon thereafter. As the Democrat said, "Chicago is some- 
where in the neighborhood of 45 per cent black, 20 per cent 
Latin, and the rest of It other people." 


Said tho Republican, "Certainly, Chicago will have a black 


mayor." 


• DALEY, ALWAYS THE smart operator, might bo wise to 


hang it up as mayor while he is still ahead, but stay in the 
backroom as chairman of the Cook County Democratic Com- 
mittee, calling tho shots, quite probably picking Ills succes- 
sor. 


• One man on tho spot Is James R. Thompson, tho 37-year- 


old U.S. attorney who has built a reputation as the hottest 
Republican prospect for mayor in decades by harassing tho 
Daley apparatus in tho courts. But "Big Jim" can't make a 
move legally while he holds his job. "So if Jim should make 
the decision to run he's got to resign pretty soon," the Re- 
publican said, indicating Thompson might well decide it's not 
worth the risk. 


• Daniel Walker, Illinois' maverick Democratic governor 


who won largely by campaigning against Daley. "It sells in 
Pcoria," tho Republican said with a touch of cynicism, is an 
imponderable. It is hard to find a politician or reporter in 
Illinois who does not believe Walker is running for the presi- 
dency and attempting to build a power base toward that end. 
A vacant power base in Chicago would be quite a pedestal. 


Whatever the Imponderables, the line Is already forming to 


take on Daley or fight It out between themselves for the job 
tho Democrat described as tougher than governor, tougher 
than President. 


Those out In tho open arc Democrats William S. Singer, an 


alderman who gains liberal approval by sassing Daley in the 
City Council, Richard H. Ncwliousc Jr., a black state senator 
of Independent mind and regarded as a comer, and E. Duke 


McNeil, a black attorney with backing in the South Side 
ghetto. 


THE HANKS OF Daley's organization ore filled with men 


waiting just in the shadows. One is Neil Hartifian. Illinois' 
personable young lieutenant governor and, reputedly, a cor- 
dial Walker hater, who has been working all his public life for 
the job. Just n few of tho many others mentioned are Demo- 
cratic State Chairman John Touhy; Patrick O'Mallcy, a busi- 
ness executive close to Daley, and George Dunne, holder of 
tho powerful post of president of the Cook County Board but 
having scandal troubles himself. 


Michael Hewlett, the highly popular Illinois secretary of 


state, might well be the strongest potential Democratic candi- 
date outside of Daley. But Hewlett has made it abundantly 
clear the mayorallty Is one thing he does not need and would 
not seek unless the party came begging — and then only 
"after I had a talk with Mrs. Hewlett." 


"They've got a whole stable of candidates," the Republican 


said a trifle wistfully. "I'd say they've got eight or 10 guys. 


"But there is almost no area where*the machine isn't vul- 


nerable. If a Republican candidate ever carried the black 
communities, then he'd be mayor. 


"The people who might run arc running behind time and 


they may bo ploying into Daley's hands. The Republicans 
should bo starting to build a person as a candidate. The 
independents should bo trying to decide whether or not 
they're going to have a candidate. 


"It (Daley's illness) has kept everybody off balance. It's 


the Democratic guys who have an uncomfortable feeling that 
they don't know what's going to happen. But again that has 
played into Daley's hands. It makes him more in control. 


"There is no reason ho should tip his hand, because oven if 


he's doing to have a voice in his successor, he's going to wait 
as long as possible." 


The Democrat tliought of the future of the Chicago Demo- 


cratic party as the city and the nation knows it. He said the 
old order Is over and Daley is presiding over the change. 


"Whether Daley is head of the party or whether he isn't, 


there's going to be great changes," ho said. "Because we live 
in a new day. 


"There's less appeal for political jobs today except In your 


poorer communities and there's certainly going to bo contin- 
ued movement for merit service and things like that are 
going to have an effect on the political party. 


"Daley Is much more flexible than ho gets credit for. He's 


gone with the change. 


"CERTAINLY THE best thing for the city of Chicago, cer- 


tainly the best thing for the Democratic Party, would be to

have Daley there for transition . . . would be to have Daley 
become chairman of tho Democratic party and let us elect a 
new mayor wliile he's still here. 


"Daley is very conscious of what he's going to leave be- 


hind, the kind of image he's going to leave- for his boys and 
the kind of shape they're going to bo in after he's gone. I'm 
sure he would like to see the party and the mayor's office in 
the hands of someone who would at least be friendly to them. 


"But I always ask myself the question, 'What would he do'? 


He's not the sort of fellow that's going to sit in a law office. 
And it's not going to take that much time to be chairman of 
the Democratic party. 


"So I finally concluded to myself that it was logical he

When the Paddock Tourney be- 


fan In IDfit, It was n one-event 
affair t'mlted to mixed doubles 
competition. Nineteen teams took 
part In that first tournament. 


Today begins the 14th Annual 


P a d d o c k Publications Tennis 
Tournament and the change in 
format Is as dramatic as the ra- 
pid change in the sport itself. 


Contestants will vie for honors 


and trophies in 20 separate divi- 
sions in seven age brackets.

What is the Illinois High School Associ- 


ation? 


Contrary to some opinion, the I-H-S-A 


— tho Illinois High School Association — 
may be compared to a representative de- 
mocracy. It Is a non-profit, voluntary or- 
ganization — composed of Illinois high 
schools and represented by their princi- 
pals — that governs interscholastie activ- 
ities. 


Membership In the IHSA is open to all 


liigli schools recognized by the Office of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. At 
present, there are nearly BOO member 
schools. 


Here is how the representative de- 


mocracy of the IHSA functions: 


Member schools, through an elected 


Board of Directors and an elected Legis- 
lative Commission, sanction, supervise 
ant' control Interscholastie activities. 


The Legislative Commission, a 17- 


memlicr body consisting of principals 
elected lo Ihrcc-ycar terms from geogra- 
phic districts, functions as the 11 ISA's 
legislation screening committee. Meeting 
annually, the Commission considers all 
proposed changes to the Constitution and 
By-laws. Proposals recommended for ap- 
proval by the Commission, following de- 
bate and discussion at each of the two 


meeting sessions, arc submitted to the 
member schools In an annual referen- 
dum. Each member school has one vote. 
Proposals become "law" If approved by 
a simple majority of votes cast. 


The Board of Directors, consisting of 


principals elected to thrcc-vcar terms 
from the stale's six geographic divisions, 
determines IHSA policy, interprets the 
rules and employs an Executive Secre- 
tary and staff to aid in administering 
programs of the Association In addition, 
Advisory Committees (composed of prin- 
cipals, athletic directors, coaches and of- 
ficials) in each activity are appointed by 
the Board of Directors to meet with ad- 
ministrative staff yearly to review and 
tnako recommendations for change and 
Improvement in their respective pro- 
grams. 


Some 71 years ago, high school princi- 


pals throughout the state felt a strong 
need of n broader and more unified lead- 
ership for their infant activities pro- 
pram In 1903, officers were elected and 
n Constitution was established for the Il- 
linois High School Athletic Association 
(predecessor of the IHSA). In 1922, after 
tremendous growth,

hired the nation's first full-time director. 
Until 1040, the role of tho Association 
was supervision and control of only ath- 
letic programs. Since then, tho jurisdic- 
tion of tho IHSA has been extended to 
non-athletic activities. 


In a nutshell, here is how the IHSA 


serves the youth of Illinois and the 
schools they attend: 


• It offers state championship athletic 


competition for boys In basketball, cross 
country, football, golf, gymnastics, soc- 
cer, swimming, tennis, track and field 
and wrestling. 


• It offers state championship athletic 


competition for girls in bowling, vol- 
leyball, tennis and track and field. 


• It offers state championship com- 


petition in Music, Speech, and Chess for 
all students. 


• It offers leadership camps and a 


year-round program of GAA (or sim- 
ilarly designed) activities for girls. 


• It provides a Catastrophe Accident 


Insurance Program for students partici- 
pating in Interscholatic activities. 


• Through Its Officials Department, 


It provides member schools with a listing 
of over 7,000 athletic officials for both 
boyg and girls competition, each of 
whom Is registered with the Association. 
In addition, It provides all registered offi- 
cials up-to-date Information, training and 
sport-rclntort educational opportunities, 
and establishes methods for advance- 
ment In qualification and standing. 


• It establishes rules to maintain cll- 


g i b 1 i t y standards, prevent the ex- 
ploitation of high school students by non- 
educational agencies, and to protect tho 
health and welfare of participants In In-, 
tcrscholastlc activities. 


• It maintains a clear channel of com- 


munication between member schools 
through its monthly periodical, the Illi- 
nois Interscholastic, and numerous direct 
mailings. 


• It publishes and distributes annually 


an Official Handbook (Book No. 1, which 
contains the Constitution and By-laws 
and other important data, and Book No. 
2, which contains a detailed directory of 
registered officials.)

Markus said the signs will be posted on 


a temporary basis. He said that if the 
signs prove effective, the village board 
can pass an ordinance that would allow 
notice enforcement of the signs. 


The signs were used over the past 


Christmas season to keep cars from turn- 
ing east onto Milwaukee Avenue. Accord- 
ing to the police traffic report, this is the 
major cause of the congestion at the post 
office.

CAB could greatly affect O'Hare operations

An antl-nobe suit (lied by Illinois Ally. 


Gen. Wllllnm Scott could hnvo a far- 
reaching effect on operations at O'llnro 
and other airports throughout tho coun- 
try. 


Scott tins charged that the Federal 


Aviation Administration (FAA) and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board (CAD), which 
control commercial (light operations and 
scheduling, have (ailed to comply with 
regulations of tho National Environmen- 
tal Policy Act of 1069. 


Filing his suit Friday In U.S. District 


Court on bchnlf of the half million per- 
sons living In the O'llnrc area, Scott said 
lira FAA, and CAD hnvo (ailed to conduct 
environmental Impact studies, Including 
bearings, and havo not published envi- 
ronmental Impact statements relating to 
Jet traffic at O'Hare. 


SCOTT SAYS tho FAA could toko ac- 


tion on nolso control with existing tech- 
nology and procedures that arc effective. 
Ho suggested two-segment approaches 
that bring planes In higher (or landings; 
retrofitting existing jet engines with 
sound-absorbent materials and quieter 
(nns; restricting use o( airports to newer, 
quieter jets; Initiating curfews during 
late hours and designating approaches 
over less populated areas, such as forest 
preserves, rivers and expressways. 


The suit Is In response to hundreds of 


complaints his office has received, Scott 
said. O'Hare-arca residents report they 
cannot talk, sleep or otherwise live com- 
fortably in their homes because of-over- 
head Jet noise, he said. 


If Scott's suit is successful, tho same 


requirements could be forced at all ma- 
jor airports In the United States. Ho said 
the anti-noise measures arc particularly 
necessary now because tho FAA has In- 
dicated It will promote additional (lights 
at O'Hare and other airports In the next 
to years. Ho said O'Hare already has 
1,800 to 2.000 landings and takcoffs a day. 


THE FAA HAS BEEN Inundated 


recently with complaints from residents 
who live under (light paths being used 
temporarily while regular runways are 
rcpavcd at O'Hare.

Wheeling's tax structure Is being

In a report to the Wheeling Plan Com- 


mission, .Vrarkus said that 61.43 per cent 
of the housing units in Wheeling arc now 
multiple family, although large multiple- 
family developments first appeared only 
(Ive years ago. Single-family houses ac- 
count for only 38.S6 per cent o( Wheel- 
ing's 7,328 housing units. 


Markus said that although apartment 


ami Inwnlnusc developments bring in 
more tax money, the higher valuation Is 
being negated by the developments' high- 
er demand (or village services. 


"The water system Li being pressed to 


Iti limits at tills time due to the in- 
creased demand upon tho water pres- 
sure." Markus said in his report. "Tho 
public safety aspect, Including (Ire and 
police department, is additionally spend- 
Ing more and more time within the mul- 
ti-family units, and therefore the higher 
taxes received from this type of devel- 
opment arc being negated." 


MAKKl'S SAID that planning guide- 


lines call (or about no per cent of a com- 
munity's housing In be multiple-family. 
"I think it U highly unusual for a com- 
munity to l>" nut of balance In this man- 
ner," he said. 


The administrative assistant said his 


report may not accurately reflect the 
number of multiple-family units ap- 
proved by the village In recent years, 
.since some of those units have not yet 
been built. 


Plan commission members said they 


were shocked at the ratio between single- 
family house* ami multiple-family units. 
Comr. Gilbert Morxwon said he under- 
stands that a balanced community 
should have between XI and 37 per cent 
multiple units. 


"The tremendous drain of the vil- 


lage services they require nt only 
drains the taxes, but it goes beyond that 
and In (act negates them and in effect 
forces the .single family residents to sup- 
port them," he said. 


Monoson said that the large number of 


a p a r t m e n t s , townhouscs and con- 
dominiums were built in tho village was 
because "It's been all loo easy." He said 
the village had not pushed (or single- 
family houses, and had allowed tho mul- 
tiple-family units to come in without 


lamination of their Impact. 


LAST WEEK, acting building director 


Robert Kaminskl said tho village has on- 
c o u r a g c d multiple-family projects 
through an imbalanccd permit fee struc- 
ture, lie said Wheeling has been "green 
pastures" (or such projects because per- 
mit fees (or apartments and townhousc 
developments were low. 


Tho large number of developments at- 


tracted to the Wheeling area have been 
prime target (or shakedowns by village 
and county officials. At least 11 devel- 
opers were victims of extortion schemes 
Involving former Wheeling Township 
D e m o c r a t i c committccman James 
Stavros and William Blcbcr, (ormcr 
Wheeling building director, according to 
federal charges. 


The two were among six (ormer and 


present Wheeling and Cook County offi- 
cials indicted Jan. 31 following a federal 
grand jury probe Into shaKcdowns of 
Wheeling developers. Four of the six 
have pleaded guilty and three have been 
sentenced to prison terms. 


IN HIS REPORT, Markus said he 


thinks multiple-family dwellings "have 
reached their maximum and that single- 
family dwellings within the Village of 
Wheeling should be encouraged." 


Monoson agreed, noting that In recent 


months the various village agencies have 
become more demanding about the type 
of apartment and townhousc projects ap- 
proved for development. "I think tho 
trend that has been established In the 
village In the last three months has got 
to bu accelerated," he said. 


Markus said that he (eels the village 


has an excellent commercial and indus- 
trial base, which may be used to attract 
slngle-(amlly developers. "I think the In- 
dustrial base will lead towards people 
wanting to have a single-family home In 
the village," he said. "It only makes 
sense. They will want to be close to 
where they work." 


NOTING THAT LAND Is becoming 


scarce in Wheeling, Monoson said the vil- 
lage should be able to attract single-fam- 
ily houses because of village services 
and Wheeling's proximity to Chicago. 


Markus suggested that tho plan com- 


mission require reports on tho effect of 
various proposed developments on vil- 
lage water and other services during 
their reviews.

An anti-noise suit filed by Illinois Atty.

Filing his suit Friday in U.S. District 


Court on behalf of the half million per- 
sons living In the O'Hare area, Scott said 


the FAA, and CAB have failed to conduct 
environmental imp.icl .studies, including 
hearings, and have not published envl- 
lonmental Impact statements relating to 
jet traffic at O'Hare.

The suit is in response to hundreds of

Group to tell 
park plans 
objections 


A group of Pepper Tree residents op- 


posed to the recent plan to expand park 
facilities in the Palatine Rural Park Dis- 
trict intend to present their objections to 
the park district board today. 


A group of about 20 subdivision resi- 


dents has met several times to discuss 
alternative proposals for the park board 
use of six small lots in the Pepper Tree 
subdivision. Rural park district officials 
arc considering the use of the one acre of 
land at Pepper Tree Drive and Garden 
Road for tennis courts, tot lots, and open 
landscaped area. 


The main objection that some of the 


Pepper Tree residents living hi this im- 
mediate area have is that they see no 
need for further park facilities. 


"We have our own pool and we have 


our own lake and open areas where our 
children can play. Pepper Tree doesn't 
really need any more recreational facil- 
ities. But, it's Hcathcrlea and English 
Valley that do," said James Majors, 1235 
Pepper Tree Dr. 


SOME RESIDENTS HAVE expressed 


concern over high-intensity lights and 
high wire fences that would be installed 
if the rural park district does build on 
the land.

Proxmire to their neighbors' homes and 
introduced him. But immediately the 
senator took over with his booming 
voice, firm handshake and easy way. 


"Ab Is going to try and do something 


about those airplanes flying overhead," 
he told Sharon Wedcr who was working 
in her garage, rcfinlshing an old table. 
"He also will try and bring those proper- 
ty taxes down and fight to keep the 
prices from going up." 


Ronald Dopps was busy washing storm 


windows when Proxmire and his contin- 
gent walked Into his backyard. Wiping 
his hands on his paint spattered work 
pants, Dopps listened closely to the fa- 
miliar campaign words. 


"Tell him how Mikva voted on pay for 


government workers — he works for the 
government," Mahon prompted. 


"I'M SUIIE HE voted like Proxmire 


did — for the government worker," 


Proxmire replied, but continued to ex- 
plain that Mikva was also In favor of 
taking "the fat out" of the government's 
budget and had attempted to trim mili- 
tary spending. 


"Don't take too much from the mili-

The trash 
filled a 25-cublc foot garbage truck twice. 


ILLINOIS LT. GOV. Nell Hartlgan, re-

the mess. "The trouble was a health con- 
dition and I realized something had to be 
done after seeing the mess," he said.

Scola, 11123 Palm Dr., told the com- 
mittee. "You cither abide by their rules 
or you lose their subsidy." 


Village Trustee Richard N. Hcndricks,

third, relatives of Mount Prospect resi- 
dents over 65 years of age; fourth, per- 
sons employed in Mount Prospect. 


THUSTEE 0. T. GUSTUS, a member 


of the public health and safety com- 
mittee, remarked, "It's very plain to see 
we could go ahead with this project, 
build 100 units, and never gel beyond 
classification A. We would never get to 
classification B unless we built more 
units." 


Gustus pressed for immediate action 


on a low and moderate-income housing 
resolution prepared by the community 
services and mental health commission. 
The public health committee, however, 
postponed a decision until its next meet- 
ing, Sept. 26. 


Scola, one of four residents to attend 


the meeting Thursday night, expressed 
fear that Mount Prospect may be "open- 
ing a Pandora's box" in encouraging 
subsidized housing. "You cannot draw a 
line. You can't say we'll deal with a cer- 
tain class of people."

The Arlington Heights Pnrk District 


has submitted alternative plans to the 
Army for the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base. U'llko and Central roads. 


The plant, still tentative, call for a golf 


course to be built around a 40-acre Army 
Reierve training center. 


The plans were disclosed Saturday at a 


meeting among the park district, village 
officials, the Citizens Committee for Bet- 
tor Utilization of the Nike Base and MnJ. 
Gen. Wilbur F. Munch, of the Army Re- 
serve. The meeting was hosted by U.S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane, IM2th. and also 
wot attended by Charles Wolff, an nldo 
to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-III. 


TIIK MEETING WAS held to case 


community relations strained when tho 
Army announced plans to create a 1,000- 
man reserve training center on the 75- 
acre base. 


The park district, backed by the vil- 


lage, tho committee and area legislators, 
had planned to build a $1 million golf 
course on the site, when funding for the 
Nike missile program was cut from the 
federal budget this year. 


The park district has already received 


1.1 acres of the base and has applied for 
S3 acres, once set aside for Navy housing 
but has since been declared surplus. 


Tho Army Reserve plans have come 


under fire from the community Interests 
who said the Army did not need all the 
land for the training center. According to 
the residents, 40 acres would bo adequate 
for the training exercises. 


KAY 
MUM.EK. park district vice 


president, asked Gen. Munch what the 
land would bo needed for and said, "You 
still haven't shown why the 75 acres arc 
necessary In Arlington Heights." 


Munch said he was not prepared (o de- 


tail the acreage requirements at the Sat- 
urday meeting, but would outline them at 
n future meeting scheduled for late Sep- 
tember. 
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He rhetorically asked Mrs. Mullcr if 


she would want her son to be trained for 
combat on just 40 acres. 


Munch said he welcomed the alterna- 


tive plan submitted by the district and 
would study it before the September 
meeting. He also agreed to supply acre- 
age and use statistics for other Army fa- 
cilities in the Chicago area. 


MEMBERS OF THE citizens com- 


mittcc proposed that local architects and 
engineers be hired by the Army to design 
a facility on the base that could accom- 
modate both the Army and recreational 
needs. They said such a plan, already 
used at Fort Sheridan, would Insure that 
tho base would fit in with the physical 
appearance of the village. 


in Arlington Heights was necessary to 
maintain a ready defense posture.

He said the dispute between the commu- 
nity and the Army over tho fate of the 
base is not likely to become a political 
issue. 


Crane added the deed Is in the office of 


Anne Armstrong, a presidential aide, and 
tho "red tape could bo cut" In time to 
make the transfer by the September 
date.

The stench over Dover Drive had 


cleared Sunday, and the garbage trucks 
had gone, but a stream of sightseers con- 
tinued — eager to catch a glimpse of the 
Garbage House of Des Plaines. 


Residents of the 250 block of Dover 


Drive had no idea the smell they thought 
to be sower gas was really coming from 
the two-foot depth of garbage and human 
waste accumulating in a neighbor's 
home. 


But public works employes wearing 


gas masks were picking and shoveling 
their way through the estimated 10 tons 
of stinking trash well into Saturday after- 
noon, according to DCS Plaines Assistant 
Public Works Comr. Wallace Schaeffer. 


"It was hard to remove because it was 


packed solid," said Schaeffer. The trash 
filled a 25-cublc foot garbage truck twice. 


ILLINOIS LT. GOV. Neil Hartlgan, re- 


sponding to citizens' complaints visited 


the area Friday as state ombudsman to 
direct city agencies to begin cleaning up 
tho mess. "The trouble was a health con- 
dition and I realized something had to be 
done after seeing the mess," he said. 


The townliousc at 29J Dover Dr., was 


closed down by the Des Plaines Health 
Dcpt. as a hazard and the tenant Wayne 
Cleghorn, 38, was charged with city ordi- 
nance violations for keeping a health nui- 
sance.

Only tight money preventing 'land rush' 
Property on Arlington Heights Road a 'gold mine9 


by KL'IT IIAKIt 


The undeveloped commercial prop- 


erty along Arlington Heights Rood Is 
a potential gold mine, or so say the 
professional land broken who today 
are demanding $2.50 to $4 a square 
foot for the sites. 


There are no fewer than IS "For 


Sale" signs pasted along Arlington 
ItclRhls Road between the Northwest 
Tollway and Dundee Road. In fact, 
there is scarcely a vacant piece of 
property that Is not on the market, 
and were it not for the high prices 
and today's tight money market, 
there might well be a small land 
rush along the highway. 


A need to concentrate commercial 


activity in the central business dis- 
trict, and minimize strip devel- 
opment along major arteries like Ar- 
lington Heights Road Is emphasized 
in the "Goals and Policies" section 
of the Arlington Heights master plan, 
adopted in December, 1972. 


HIT IT SEKMS certain that, un- 
less there li some now unforeseen 
commitment and capital to rebuild 
downtown, the driving force for to- 
morrow's business will spring from 
the banks of Arlington Heights Road. 


With a good economy, Arlington 


Heights Village Planner Joe Kcslcr 
estimates that the vacant land along 
the thoroughfare will be developed 
within five years. 


"Many developers who arc looking 


for a commercial site will prefer Ar- 
lington Heights Road to Rand Road, 
I think. Rand Road Is just too mes- 
sy," Kcslcr says. 


The value of the property comes 


from Arlington Heights Road iteclf, 
with its high traffic volume and 
unique standing as the only contln- 
u o u s north-south thoroughfare 
through the Village of Arlington 
Heights. And the lure of the property 
Is. of course, the potential to make 
money for Its owner. 


"IJA.SICAM.V. WHAT you've got is 


a cross section of investors who 
bought 
property along Arlington 


Heights Road within the past 10 
yean, and that property today Is 
starting to bear fruit, says Thomas 
Eboll of Gladstone Realtors, which is 
marketing a 2'i acre parcel of land 
;it Arlington Heights Road and Gulf 
Terrace. 


But Kwler warns that the financial 


"fruit" could turn out to be as sour 
as a peck of green apples. 


"What prevails Is an old, old con- 


cept. Kcslcr says. "Business people 
always believe that the heavier the 
trnfflc, the belter the business. But 
this Is not always true. In fact, I can 
quote you numerous places in the 
City of Chicago whcro heavy traffic 
lu-i actually killed business." 


It is not Inconceivable that the 


same thing could happen along Ar- 


lington Heights Road, soys Kcslcr, 
depending on how the various vacant 
pieces of land arc developed. 


"There's only a need for a certain 


amount of retail space In the town, 
and we already arc well covered by 
regional and community-wide shop- 
ping centers," he says. If more com- 
mercial stores arc developed than 
arc needed, the result is business 
stagnation and ultimately the con- 
version of store fronts into other 
uses, he says. 


ONE WAY AIIOUND the problem 


is to "down zone" commercial prop- 
erty to cither office or residential 
uses, according to Kcslcr. Larry 
Smith & Associates, economic con- 
sultants for the village, also proposed 
some down zoning to prevent com- 
mercial strips. 


But the weakness of down zoning is 


simply that property owners almost 
never want to go along with It. Gen- 
erally, the higher.the zoning on a 


piece of property, the higher the 
price. 


"The highest and best use of our 


land has never been determined," 
says Samuel Sherwin of Sherwln 
Real Estate which has a 20'/j acre 
site at 1930 S. Arlington Heights 
Road. 


Sherwln Is asking $75,000 an acre 


for the land, which Is currently zoned 
for 
limited 
manufacturing. 
Like 


many of the property brokers with 
land to sell along Arlington Heights 
Road, he says there has been a lot of 
Interest in his property, but "nothing 
is cooking on It right now." 


Someday it might make a good mo- 


tel site, he says, especially if the Chl- 
c a g o-O'Hare International Trade 
Center is developed at Arlington 
Heights Road and the Tollway. But 
for now Sherwin says he is willing to 
sit and wait until the right developer 
comes along.

land seems to be very desirable. It 
has gone up substantially in value 
over the past four or five years," 
says Sherwin. 


KEN DUBS OF Annen & Bussc 


Realtors, which is advertising a 10- 
acre site at Arlington Heights and 
Secger roads, agreed. 


"The property is going up by the 


second. The longer it's on the mar- 
ket, the more it's going to cost," he 
says. 


The asking price for the Seeger 


Road site is $250 a square foot. The 
property is now zoned single family 
but It is considered a holding category 
for future development. 


Commercial or multi-family devel- 


opment is likely for the site, because 
of its location. "We're nestled be- 
tween three major roads and that 
raises the accessibility of the prop- 
erty, the freedom of movement," he 
says. 


Access is probably the most over- 


looked necessity of a good Arlington 
Heights Road commercial site, ac- 
cording to Kcsler. Frontage alone is 
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not enough; neither Is high traffic 
volume, he says. 


"The problem with the way much 


of the zoning was set up is that 
there's no depth behind the frontage. 
A lot that's 115 feet deep can't be 
developed into much more than a 
strip store," says Kaiser." 


The $3 to $4 a square foot asking 


prices for commercially zoned prop- 
erty is too high, according to the 
planner. "About the only kind of 
business that can afford to pay that 
much are the fast food places," he 
says. More realistic are prices In the 
$2 to $3 a square foot bracket. 


FALLING IN THAT range Is a 


three-acre site at the corner of Ar- 
lington Heights Road and Noyes 
Street being offered for sale by 
Smlth-Pipcnhagcn Inc., Realtors at 
$245,000. 


The company has been frustrated 


in selling the site because of rczoning 
problems, says Ed Smith a broker 
with the firm. 


"We had a sale at $230,000 for a 


nursing home," Smith says. But op- 
position to the project from the vil- 
lage plan commission killed the proj- 
ect, he says. 


"I don't know what they want. I 


guess they think their word is God's 
choice," he says. 


Rezoning plagued another Arling- 


ton Heights Road site, 5^ acres at 
the northwest corner of Arlington 
Heights Road and Cypress Street. 


"We had a buyer last Fall who 


wanted commercial along Arlington 
Heights Road, and multiple family 
housing in back of that," says John 
Filpc, broker for the property. 


"WE HAD A PARTIAL hearing on 


the plan but had to drop it because of 
Arlington Heights' attitude on rezon- 
ing," he says. 


The Cypress Street site, across 


from Dunton School, is in the midst 
of a single-family neighborhood. As 
such it is a classic example of the 
controversy surrounding the future of 
Arlington Heights Road. 


"Real estate people think the road 


should be commercial, but residents 
think it should remain primarily resi- 
dential. There is always that con- 
flict," says Kesler. 


In an effort to control the devel- 


opment of Arlington Heights Road, 
the village board recently adopted 
the "Arlington Heights Road Area 
Study," a massive planning guide 
prepared by Kesler. The book will 
become part of the village's official 
master plan. 


But according to Eboli, it will take 


some time to market the vacant 
properties. 


"A lot of time, people feel there's a 


land panic going on. But these are 
large pieces, involved in a national 
marketing program. A piece of prop- 
erty could be on the market for a 
couple years," he saus. 


EBOLI SAYS THAT the land 


Gladstone is selling at Arlington 
Heights Road and Golf Terrace is 
"an ideal location for a shopping cen- 
ter." Among major developers, he 
says, there has never been any in- 
dication that the $3.25 a square foot 
price the firm is asking for the site is 
too high. 


But money to buy and develop the 


land is a factor. That more than any- 
thing else is probably holding back 
building along Arlington Heights 
Road. 


"It just takes time in today's mon- 


ey market. I'd say 99 per cent of ev- 
ery offer to buy is always subject to 
financing," says Eboli. 


"I know the tight mortgage market 


has hurt us. We could have sold our 
land six or seven times if there'd 
been money," echoes Filpc. 


An improvement in the national 


money market seems certain to 
spark new development pressures for 
Arlington Heights Road properties. 
Most of the action apparently will be 
centered on South Arlington Heights 
Road, although the reconstruction of 
North Arlington Heights Road near 
Dundee Road and the intersection 
with Palatine Road will be prime de- 
velopment targets too. 


"ACCESS AND VISIBILITY are 


two of the primary axioms for a good 
business 
property and Arlington 


Heights Road has them both," says 
Dwight Walton, of Brian Properties 
Inc., which has several office and 
commercial sites on north Arlington 
Heights Road. 


Commercial land values on the 


north half of the road are generally 
comparable to those on the south. 
One office site, along the west side of 
Arlington Heights Road a half block 
north of Oakton, was recently on the 
market at $95,000, Walton says. Al- 
though still posted for sale, the acre 
site has been acquired for a second 
office building similar to the Oakton 
Executive House, he said. 


An office building on one site, a 


shopping center at another. The fu- 
ture for Arlington Heights Road ap- 
pears unmistakable. It is no longer a 
question of "if" or "when" these va- 
cant lands will be developed. The 
critical question is "how."
